I hr Hank Directors.—T h e nom ination and 
rejection of tlic^-e gentlem en ¡s a subject that 
will not fail to com m and the serious attention 
of the reflecting part of the A m erican people. 
T h e President's Message, and the report ol the 
Com m ittee of the S enate, are before the pub­ 
lic, and they will he read with interest. 
T h e 
report of the Senate entirely begs the ques­ 
tion, which will he most carefully considered 
by the public —the qualifications ol the nom i­ 
nees, and the propriety of their rejection.— 
T h e roport admits the right in the Executive 
to le-nom inate, and claims also the right in 
the Senate to reject, without assigning any 
reason therefore 
T h ere can be no doubt of 
this right, so lar as its relates to these co-ordi­ 
nate branches of the G overnm ent. T h e Presi­ 
dent, indeed, begins his message by “ disclaim ­ 
ing all pretensions of right on the p ait o f the 
President, officially to inquire into, or call in 
question the reasons ol the Semite for reject­ 
ing any nom ination w h atev er," but the peo­ 
ple, the tribunal to which both the President 


and the Senate have appealed, have a right 
which they will exercise, of ju d g in g the mo­ 
tives of the Senators, for their motives consti­ 


tute the distinctive character of the act.

President, in his Message re-nom inating these 
gentlem en, says—

to us infinitely more dangerous to the interests 
o f the institution, thus to allow the president to 
expend their money for an indefinite tim e and 
unlim ited a m ount- and in a 
m anner which 
virtually excluded the board fr o m any knowl- 
t dor o f the object and the extent o f the disburse- 
\m ents, if not altogether, certainly 
until 
long 
after they had been made. 
YVe believed, and 
still believe, th at to perm it such 
a system to 
pass unnoticed, 
would 
have 
been 
a gross 
dereliction from our duty as representative 
ag en ts—if sustained, it ought at least to be 
sanctioned by the stockholders and the public 
— not to depend on the votes o f a board of di­ 
rectors. 
But it was not only the character of this 
expenditure to w hich we called 
the attention 
of the board. 
Its am ount, w hen the avowed 
object was taken into consideration, 
was, as 
we believed, altogether excessive. 
T h e e x ­ 
penditure d u rin g the last six 
m onths o f the 
year 1829, u n d er the head 
of printing and 
stationary, had been only $3705.94 ; in the 
first six m onths ol 1830, it fiad been $ 7 )3 1 .2 7 ; 
and in the Inst six m onths of the sam e

$0950.20; m aking a total, during the whole 
o f that period, ol $17,847.41, and an average 
expenditure fo r each h a lf year of $5949.13.— 
T h e expenditure of the next two y ears, under 
the same head, appeared to be during 
the first half y ear o f 1831, $29,979 92 
the lust half y ear o f 1831, 
12,224 80 
th e first half y ear of 1832, 
12,134 10 
the last h alf y ear of 1832, 
20,543 72 
m aking a total, durin g tho whole of that pe­ 
riod, $ 3 1,882 07 ; and an average expenditure, 
fo r each h a lf year, o f $20,470.60. 
It was 
im ­ 
possible for us to im agine that such an enor­ 
mous difference in expenditures, under a 
single head of the expenses of the institution, 
prolonged, too, throughout the years 1831 and 
lo32, could have been contem plated, or was 
to he justified by the resolutions passed, in 
such vague term s, so 
long before. 
I f they 
were, it was certainly tim e that, disbursem ents 
so large, and for purposes so unusual, should 
be 
brought 
more 
im m ediately 
before 
the 
board. 
T he n ext point to w hich we called the a t­ 
tention of our colleagues, was the entire im ­ 
possibility that existed, o f ascertaining w ith any 
certainty, and w ithout great trouble, the real 
nature of the expenditures in question—either in 
regard to the persons to whom the money was 
firmaUon bv the S en ate, at its last session, to 
ultim ately paid, or the am ount and nature of 
the sam e offices, is a proof that such was the I ^ ie wor^ actually done. 
So far as regarded 
opinion of them entertained by the Senate I t *,e money expended by 
the president, this 
at that time *, and unless som ething has occur­ 
red since tfecimnge it, this act may now be re- 
ferred to as evidence th at their talents and 
pursuits justified their selection." 
It appears then that the S enate last w inter 
considered these directors to be w orthy and 


competent officers; and if fhev have faithful­ 
ly discharged their duty d u rin g the year, the 
S enate, though they have the Iqg:») ri^ht t« 
reject them , without assigning a reason, will 
not he perm itted to do it w ithout a scrutiny 
into their motives by the public. 


No one, we believe, in or out of Congress, 
alleges any charge against either the private 
or official conduct of these directors, except 
against the report they made to the President 
concerning the corrupt transactions o f the 
B ank— and the following will show the nature 
of some of the startling facts which they e x ­ 
posed .

has not been limited to the com m ittee on

W hen, at the end of tho m onth of 
July last, tho dividend comm ittee met, one of 
us, being a m em ber of it, observed accidently 
am idst the other accounts, that fur the e x p en ­ 
ses of the 
institution. 
A m ong the 
charges 
were several to a large am ount, so stated as to 
make it impossible fo r him to understand the 
character of the expenditure, hut he thought 
it such ns to render it our duty to institute”an 
inquiry, and if necessary, to call the attention 
of the board to the subject. 
YY'e stated to the 
president of the bank, our w ish, as directors, 
to exam ine the accounts in question, and at 
Ins suggestion, did so in 
the 
room o f the 
cashier. 
YVe found the accounts kept in such 
a m an n er, that it w as altogether impossible to 
ascertain fro m them the particulars of m any 
large expenditures. 
T h e book, in which they 
w ere entered, was never, w ithin 
our k n o w l­ 
edge, exhibited to the board, and their nature 
was probably u n k n o w n to most if not all the 
directors. 
T hey em braced, especially under 
the head of stationary and printing, paym ents, 
the character of which did not appear in the 
account, but w hich, w hen exam ined, were 
found to be for very large disbursem ents to 
printers and publishers o f new spapers. 
Nor 
was this all— there were charges to 
a large 
am ount, stated to he fo r paym ents on orders o f 
the ¡‘resident, and fo r those there icere no 
vouchers hut the orders themselves. 
T h e a u ­ 
thority on which these extraordinary expen- 
uitures w ere alleged to be m ade, was a reso­ 
lution ot the board, on the ¡iOth of Novem ber, 
1830, authorizing the President “ to take such 
m easures in regard to the circulation 
of the 
contents of an article on Banks and Cu rrency, 
published in the American Q uarterly R eview , 
either in whole or m part, as he m ight deem 
most lor the interest of tho bank 
and a n o th ­ 
er on the llt h M arch, 1831. authorizing hiin 
“ to cause to be prepared and circulated such 
doc uu.ents and papers as 
may com m unicate 
to the people information 
in 'regard 
to the 
nature and operations o f the b ank.” 
I he existence ot these resolutions had been 
unknow n to us, and probably to m any other 
m embers of the hoard ; yet a large sum had 
been expended under them , during the very 
six m onths just elapsed—while we were members
